Mo., Feb. I — j 
Dr. Logan Clendening, nationally 
known medical w riter whose syn­ 
dicated column on health appeared 
in many newspapers throughout 
the nation, committed suicide at 
his home yesterday, a coroner’s re­ 
port said today. 
Clendening. who 
recently told 
his physician th at he was going to 
"take my life when people least 
expect me to,” was found dead in 
bed, his throat slashed. Dr. P. H. 
Owens, chief deputy coroner, cer­ 
tified the death as suicide, follow­ 
ing an autopsy. 
The body W'ax discovered by his 
wife. 
Mrs. 
Dorothy Clendening, 
and Ben Tibbs, a member of the 
police homocide detail, said he had 
been dead about 12 hours. Mrs. 
Clendening found the body about 
noon yesterday. 
Tibbs said Clendening apparent­ 
ly had sat down on the edge of the 
bed and slashed his throat with a 
combination pen knife and cigar 
cutter. 
Clendening had expressed the 
dejrire to take his own life to his 
personal physician, Dr. John H. 
Wheeler, Monday night.

Hie coal news w’as the best re­ 
ceived for weeks. Many house­ 
holders awoke to Thursday morn­ 
ing's 
zero 
tem perature 
reading 
with the knowledge there was no 
coal in the bins to warm up Igloo 
like homes. Mayor Gordon said he 
had been advised th a t five local 
dealers had received notifications 
th a t two carloads of coal each had 
been released by the Solid Fuels 
Administration. Th** dealers im­ 
mediately contacted the coal fields 
in 
West 
Virginia 
and 
ordered 
quick shipment. It will not arrive 
for several days and householders 
are urged to stretch their present 
supplies as much aa possible. 
Small Ijot Sale*. 
The IO cars of coal will supply 
between 500 and 600 tons and 
probably will be sold in small lots 
because it is estim ated that as 
many as 1,000 homes will be fuel- 
less in a week. The coal released is 
over 90 f*r cent of normal quota 
originally set for the dealers. SFA 
advised the coal released wax I 1* 
inch lump.

A Case History 
W hat interests me more is such 
a ea. e as that recited by Dr. P ratt 
of a man, I i« utenant I red W. IU 
lived before the w ar in a small 
Ohio town, had graduated fro i 
High Schort gone to work rn a 
local plant and was about twenty 
y. ars old when the war came 
along. 
Ii* entered officer training camp j 
for the Air Force, got his wmgs, , 
and m arried u girl he had b*-en 
going with for about a year. .She I 
was an average small town girl, 
and left alone they would have de- ; 
vcloped into an average small 
town 
couple — perfectly 
happy 
with limited interests. 
R ut Fred shipped abroad, met 
in F.n?land srroupa of people who 


discussed hooks, music and inter­ 
national affairs with a fam iliarity 
which opened new vistas to him. 
He w as wounded and sent Homa, 
and went hack to his old job in the 
factory. But before long he was 
deeply dissatisfied. He missed the 
glam our of flying. He made com* 
pardons between the small town 
pc* >ple who used to be his friends 
and the people he had met abroad. 
He had met a number of attractive 
women abroad and his wife M ar­ 
tha didn’t measure up to them. 
Fortunately M artha was a sen­ 
sible g rl who found th a t some­ 
thing was the m atter with Fred, 
and talked it all out with him so 
th at he got adjusted to normal 
American life. 
B ut there are going to be thou­ 
sands of boys who will not have 
such good wives and for whom the 
adjustm ent will not be made. 
For these men 
(and women 
too, beca .-e the WAC* end the 
WAV Es, etc., have had a taste of 
a new life) it is most im portant 
that every city and village in our 
land have some sort of community 
servi *s for returnees, to guide 
and coordinate and adjust their 
viewpoints after their return and 
discharge. Such services are now 
W ing planned by the N ational 
Committee on Service to V eterans 
and the National Social Work 
Council, It behooves every Am eri­ 
can com munity to get in touch 
with them.
